The State Board of Acupuncture submits noticed of proposed rulemaking at IDAPA 24.17.01. The pro-
posed rule decreases fees for applications, licenses, and license renewals.

FEE SUMMARY: The following is a specific description of the fee or charge imposed or increased:

Rule 300 is being amended to decrease the application fee from $100 to $50; original license fee and original fee
for certification from $200 to $150; annual renewal fee for licensure and certification from $125 to $75; and annual
renewal fee for technician certification or acupuncture trainee permit from $75 to $50.

FISCAL IMPACT: The following is a specific description, if applicable, of any negative fiscal impact on the state
general fund greater than ten thousand dollars ($10,000) during the fiscal year resulting from this rulemaking:

This rulemaking is anticipated to reduce the amount of dedicated fund fees collected by the Board of
Acupuncture by approximately $7,850.00 based on 149 licensees and 4 applications received last year.
